SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

House Bill 155 appropriates $25,000 from the General Fund to the Office of Indian Affairs to
administer the Indian voting program in Sandoval county.

Significant | ssues

The Secretary of State reports the funds would be used for Native American voting rights coor-
dinators. The coordinators provide election information and educational materials to Native
Americans pursuant to the Federal Voting Rights Act. Sandoval County is under a voting rights
consent decree and must, under that decree, do certain things to provide election servicesto its
Native A merican population.
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FISCAL IMPLICATIONS

The appropriation of $25,000 contained in this bill is a recurring expense to the General fund.
Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of Fiscal Y ear 2004 shall revert
to the General Fund.
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
